enthusiastic citizens generally. 


Th spite of the unfavorable hour the 
Sirls saw a big throng of people emil- 
ing and cheering ‘a welcome when 
they arrived at the west end station. 
he Newsboys band had marched to 
the depot in good time and struck up 
@ lively air aa the train pulled in from 
the south. Mayor Duggan, Ceci! EF. 
Race, and Chairman Frank Scott of 
the school board were amongst the 
first to officially greet the new cham- 
pions, who were speedily enveloped 
in the crowd of citizens, the morning 
eir being torn to shreds by the achooi 
yells that the city students let loose 
for the ocoasion. 

After congratulations were over at 
the station the Newsboys band led a 
procession of cars to the Macdonald 
hotel where breakfast was served to 
ever one hundred who gathered to do 
honor to the girls who not only de- 
feated the St. Thomas Shamrocks for 
the Dominion title, but won from 
other Ontario teams in the whirlwind 
invasion of astern basketball strong- 
holds. 

Various short speeches were made 
hy the Mayor. Miss Crawford of the 
Teachers’ Alliance, C. FE. Race, preai - 
dent of the basketball aasociation, and 
Frank Scott of the school board, upon 
Whom fell the pleasant task of pre- 
Benting each girl of the championship 
team with a gold medal on behalf of 
the ‘board, 

The membore of the team were: 
Miss Winnie Martin (captain), Mies 
Connie Smith, Miss Dorothy Johnson, 
Miss Nellie Perry, Mies Eleanor 
Moguntifield and Miss Daisy Johnson, 
who left the party at Hardisty. 

That their momentous journey will 
livein the memories of the girls is as- 
Sured, but if any reminder were ne- 
cessary, the beautiful medal inscribed 
With the name of the team member 
and the inscription “Champions of 
Canade, 1922," will be a visible dem- 
Onatration of their prowess besides 
being a graceful tribute from the 
home town. 

Victory Notable One 

With the conclusion of the break- 
fast, J. P. Page, principal of the Mc- 
Dougall high school, who travelled 
with the team, gave a resume of thei: 
adventures since the girls left home, 
and showed very clearly that the vic- 
tory was a notable one, by reason of 
the fact that the Edmonton team was 
Beriously handicapped by the rules 
which prevail in Eastern Canada. 

The difficulty lay in the fact that 
the western team played according 
to Spalding's official rules for basket- 
ball as laid down for women, but on 
@rrival in the east the team found 
that the game as played there was 
according to the rules framed for 
men; this was a serious handicap, 
said Mr. Page but despite thie the 
Edmonton girls, “played the game”, «

Empire Day. 


“The 24th’’ is still a red letter | 


day in the Canadian calender. 
‘The Queen’? is gone, but not for- 
gotten even after the lapse of 
twenty years and despite the 
world-shaking occurrences of the 
last decade. Time has broadened 
the significance of this birthday 
anniversary, but its popularity 
does not wane. As the older gen- 
eration passes the celebration be- 
comes less and less atribute to the 
memory of a great and worthy 
sovereign and more and more an 
expression of appreciation of, and 
loyalty to, the greatest political in- 
stitution the world has, known, 
‘Victoria Day” is rapidly and in- 
evitably changing into ‘‘Empire 
day,’’ in fact as in name. 
Fortunately, while the objective 
changes from a person to an ideal 
the enthusiasm for the occasion 
does not wither, but rather grows. 
The children of the present time 
put quite as much interest into 
‘the 24th,’’ and get quite as much 
pleasure out of it, as their parents 
did. That is well, for them, for 
their fellow-citizens under the flag 
in all continents, and for human- 
ity. The world needs this British 
Empire of ours. But for it free 
civilization would have gone to 
wreck eight years ago. It is the 
balance-wheel in the sadly dislo- 
cated political machinery of Eu- 
rope at the present moment. And 
it is the one tangible aud sufficient 
ruarantee that national and per- 
sonal freedom shall not perish 
from the ear. It has earned and 
holds the undying hatred of auto- 
crats, bureaucrats, revolutionar- 
ies, and tyrants and would-be tyr- 
ants of all breeds and stripes. If it 
can be brought to ruin by assault 
from without or by ‘‘boring’’ 
from within, its days are number- 
ed. If it is to survive, and its

blessings of civil and religious lib-

development of a sane, informed 
and vigorous Imperial patriotism. 
The boys and girls of today must 
Jearn to protect the Empire if 
the Empire is to be able to protect 
them. Their fate will be in their 
own hands; as that of the present 
generation rested upon its willing- 
nas to sacrifice when danger 
threatened. The Empire is not 
self-created nor self-sustained, It 
was built by the enterprise and 
genius of bygone generations. It 
must be sustained in strength and 
prestige by each succeeding gener- 
ation or it will go the way of 
Egypt, Rome and Carthage. There 
is no guarantee of the continuity 
of human freedom in this world 
save in the resolution of men and 
women to be free—and to main- 
tain at all costs the institutions by 
which freedom was attained and is 
preserved. : 
Empire day is the one day in the 
vear that is devoted to cultivating 
Imperial consciousness and Imper- 
ial loyalty. It emphasizes the fact 
that the Empire is a living and po- 
tent reality; that it is the most 
powerful combination of people 
ever brought together under one 
governmental system ; that it is 
not an end in itself, but the instru- 
ment by which its subjects protect 
their own liberty and self-govern- 
ment; and that it can only fulfill 
this function if the individual citi- 
ven recognizes his personal obliga- 
tion to maintain its interests, pres- 
tige and honor—even at the sacri- 
fice of life itself.

ier Crow's Nest Pass agreement was made in 
7. 

The Liberal Government had just come to 
| power and the C.P.R. was practically the only 
railway company operating in Western Canada. 

_ This agreement was the first attempt in Cana- 
dian history to control railway rates. 

The government paid $3,400,000; and C.P.R. 
rates were cut 10 per cent. on westbound building 
materials and agricultural implements, 20 per 
cent on coal oil, and 33 1-3 per cent, on fruit. 
| Eastbound rates on grain were cut three cents per 
| hundred pounds. 
1a Every time 160 million bushels of wheat, or 
| its equivalent tonnage in grain of all kinds, was 

carried eastward by rail from the prairies to Fort 
William the total cash bonus paid by the country 
to the C.P.R. under the Crow’s Nest agreement 
was fully repaid in the lowered freight charges 
secured by that agreement. 

There were few crop seasons while the agree- 
| ment was in force that did not see an eastbound 
| tonnage of grain sufficient to pay the total bonus. 
| The Crow’s Nest road was built to develop the 
| coalmines of Southern Alberta and the gold, silver, 
| copper and lead mines of the Kootenay region of 
These 


| B.C., for the benefit of Canadian trade. 
} results were achieved in marked degree. 

The Crow’s Nest agreement was at the time 
a wise and provident arrangement that justified it- 
self many times over. 


Twenty-five years ago, when the agreement 
was made, the C.P.R. held a railway monopoly in 
the prairie west. Now it is met by competition at 
all, or almost all, the most important points, 

Up to that time all railways had fixed their 
own rates. Since 1908 the Government of Can- 
ada, through the railway commissign, has fixed 
all railway rates. 

In 1897 the Atlantic ports were the only out- 
let to Europe for western grain. Now the Panama 
canal has made practicable grain trade to Europ< 
| from the ports of the Pacific coast. 
| Costs of railway operation have so increased 
during recent years that the scale of rates that 
was profitable 25 years ago would mean railway 
bankruptcy today. 

The development of the Kootenay mining re- 
gion was the objective of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
railway and the justification for the bonus given 
for its construction. Today the Kootenay mines 
are largely worked out, and the traffic that they 
gave ‘has in large measure ceased. 

Then the Government of Canada did not own 
a foot of railway except the Intercolonial. Now 
they own and operate over half the total mileage 
of the country. 

Obviously the agreement as to railway rates 
that was accepted as a solution of western diffi- 
culties in 1897 cannot be a solution of those of 
1922,

Following the course of changing conditions, 
such as the establishment of competition and in- 
creased economy in operation resulting from more 
efficient equipment, in years subsequent to the 
agreement the railway commission frem time to 
time made general reductions in railway rates 
that in some cases put them below those fixed in 
the Crow’s Nest agreement, thereby setting aside 
that agreement. 

When war and after-war conditions had in 
creased railway operating costs, as all other costs 
had been increased, the railway commission found 
it necessary to grant general increases of railway 
rates that were higher than those provided in the 
Crow’s Nest agreemnt; again setting aside the 
agreement. 

When the agreement was set aside by in- 
creased rates the increase was ratified by Parlia- 
ment for a fixed period, terminating in July, 

If Parliament takes no action, a reduction of 

rates to those fixed in the agreement automatically 
takes place. 
If that reduction occurs C.P.R. revenues will, 
| of course, be adversely affected and shippers and 
| consumers on ©.P.R. lines would be correspond 
ingly benefited. 


| Rates on Canadian National lines and on 
| C.P.R. lines constructed after the date of the 
agreement, would not be directly affected. They 


would only ‘be affected through the force of com- 
petition, or if the railway commission saw fit to 
extend the agreement rates to all lines. 

If the railway commission did not take such 
action people living along railway lines not affect- 
ed by the agreement would be seriously discrimin- 
ated against. And if it did take such action the 
National lines would suffer the same loss of rev- 
enue as the C.P.R. 

Inaction by Parliament would not relieve 
Parliament or the Government from responsibility 
for the serious railway conditions that must result, 
nor the country from the consequences.

The Crow's NestAgreement 


Served Good Purpose — Now a Bar to Better Conditions 


i The only point that is really clear from tho 
Star's vociferations as quoted by the Free Press 
and approved in the words: ‘This is a lucid and 
‘reasonable statement of the case,’ is that the 
Star and Free Press desire to use the C.V.R. as a 
bogey-man in order to humbug the public and ulti 
mately ‘‘ put something over’ in the common in 
terest of their respective managements, Either 
of these papers can make a lucid and reasonable 
statement of a case when they want to, When they 
choose declamation instead of reason they lave 
other purposes than the public welfare to serve. 

How far the ideas of the Star and Free Press 
influence the action of the Progressives in Parlia- 
ment on the subject it is impossible to say; but 
that there is close co-operation between these 
papers and the Progressive leaders must be obvi 
ous to anyone who studies the expressions of tho 
papers or the actions of the members, 

The increases in wages and fuel costs were 
ment over and above the Crow's Nest agreement 
rates were so sanctioned because of the increases 
that had taken place in operating costs. 

Whether the increases were greater or less 
than they should have been is not to the point at 
the moment, They were made, not during, but 
after the close of the war; and were made in dis- 
regard of the agreement because costs of opera- 
tion rendered increased rates necessary if the rail 
Ways were to remain in operation, 

The increase in wages and fuel costs were 
chiefly what made increases in railway rates 
necessary. These costs remain practically as they 
were, Therefore the reasons that induced Parlia- 
ment to permit the incrase of rates over the agree- 
ment remain in force today, 

So far as fuel costs are concerned, a continent- 
wide coal miners’ strike has been on for nearly 
two months with no sign of a settlement yet. The 
result of the strike, if successful, must be to still 
further increase fuel costs, 

Deflation in wage scales from those establish 
ed in 1920 is only beginning, and has not vet 
reached the railway services. It may never do 80, 
The most powerful trades union organization in 
the world must make the concessions if and when 
they are made—and they haven't been made yet, 

All the conditions that warranted the suspen- 
sion of the Crow’s Nest agreement stand as 
strongly today as they did then. If its suspension 
Was warranted then it is warranted now. 


On the other hand, it is quite clear that with 
the deflation of prices of basic commodities, and 
particularly of grain and cattle, the chief export 
products of the West, the present railway rates 
stand, at a figure greater than the ‘‘traffie will 
bear,’’ to use an expression much favored by rail- 
way operators. 

The present rates on basic articles are strang 
ling traffic, and therefore “production. There 
must be relief; but it cannot come by reductions 
in the rate on fruit imported from the East when 
the major portion of the fruit used on the prairies 
comes from the West. The coal oil situation is 
the same as that of fruit. Importation is from 
the West rather than from the Kast. 

Low rates from the Kast on building hard- 
ware are desirable, but what the West needs in 
order that the people may be able to import hard 
ware and machinery is low outgoing rates, both 
Kast and West, on grain, potatoes, cattle, bacon 
and dairy products; and as well, low inter-provin 
cial rates on coal, lumber and fruit. ‘To a country 
of export surplus such as the prairie West, it is 
not the rate on what we have to buy that kills, 11 
is the rate on what we have to sell. 

Notwithstanding the clamorous demands of 
the Free Press and Star, we know, and they know, 
that we can’t have low railway rates while pres 
ent costs of coal and wages remain, whether there 
is a Crow’s Nest agreement or not. The railways 
must earn enough to pay fuel and wage costs, or 
they can’t run, They must earn a profit on eapi- 
tal invested, or there can be no railway extensions. 

What is needed at the present time is a radical 
reduction in rates both east and west on the ex 
port products of the prairies, and a corresponding 
reduction in inter-provincial rates on raw materi. 
als which constitute basic needs, 

If it is necessary that some of the loss to the 
railways thereby oceasioned shall be taken up by 
increased import rates, let it be so for the time be- 
ing. As reduced costs of operation follow the 
general deflation of prices now in progress, let 
reduction in all railway rates also follow, 

The railway commission has full power to fix 
rates when supported by the government of the 
day. There is no necd of any special agreement 
to protect either the producer, the consumer or the 
vailways, if the commission and the government 
ado their duty. 

Because of the progress of the country the con. 
ditions of today differ so greatly from those exist 
ing in 1897 that the provident agreement of that 
day is a bar to a proper readjustment of the condi- 
tions of today. The country hus been repaid 
many times over the amount of cash invested to 
secure the agreement. Parliament would be well 
advised to repeal it and let the adjustment of rail- 
way vates rest absolutely where it should rest, 
on the responsibility of the railway commission 
and the Dominion Government, The country has 
passed the point where it should need to make 
terms with a private corporation, in regard to a 
matter specifically taken under its own jurisdic- 
tion, no matter how great or well worthy of con- 
sideration that corporation may be.

{provementa looked for so long, our 
present leaders should be adyocating 
compulsion in the manner a farmer 
shall do his marketing, and | want to

say- frankly that I am etrongly op 
posed to a board with powers to com 
pel me to hand over my wheat for 


them to handle 

Wheat ts food the people need; and 
I say that it should be unlawful for 
anyone to hold jt from the world's 
markets. If wheat in to be fheld, 
why not all other farm produce? 

But apart from this, why should I 
be restricted from welling my wheat 
at my own pleasure, or for the price 
|that is sativfactory to me, no matter
